around the streets. About 75 wom- 
en marched in the parade. 


So great was the crowd when the 


delegations reached the capitol'that

Holds Up Work 


"We want to push

Washington. '"Freight rates also 
romain prohibitive on road.materials" 
and despite the fact that some re- 
lief was practically assured, con- 
struction is here and no move by 
railroad administration.

The second big issue is over the 


price of cement. Mr. Hirst claims 
the "high priced'of'-cement "has caus.

District of Ontario, Canada.

district, established by act of - the 
Parliament of Ontario about four 
years ago, already owns and oper- 
ates electric power plants and sys- 
tems_ supplying electricity for pow- 
er, light and electric railway, opera- 
tion to a population of about two 
million in several large cities, more 
than forty smaller cities and vil- 
lages and in rural communities. Dis- 
trict operation 
will." permit rural 


communities to cooperate in the 
ownership, operation and develop- 
ment of electric utilities and to par- 
ticipate in the service. 


Starts Clean Slate 


A public service district organized 


under the Skogmo. bill will start' 
with a clear, slate and will have a 
credit or borrowing power within 
the limit fixed by the . State Consti- 
tution, equal to five per cent' of the' 
assessed value of all taxable orop- 
?rty within -the district and will not 
have to reserve anv part of its cred- 
it for puro *ses other than the prib- 
ic ownership of public utilities and 
electric railways. It is ' estimated 
:hi» 
would.be sufficient .credit to 


finance generally ;the purchase on.t- 
riirht of all. 'existing' utilities aiid 
electric -railways in. the various, lo- 
calities in the state, .exceot -oerhaps 
water works -already, publicly own- 


ed. Such a, district will be able by 
bonds, issued as safeguarded onder 
this bill, to borrow money to finance 
purchase of utilities and railways at 
about 4% per cent, whereas the 
rates of 'return which must be al- 
lowed private companies is 7% to S 
per cent. The .saving in 'rate of re-' 
turn undeT'-_district ownership and 
efficient distict'operations shbuld'be 
sufficient to enable the district 
to 


pay off its bonds and own the origi- 
nal properties debt free in twenty 
to twenty-five years without charg- 
ing the public more for service than 
private companies would have 
to 


charge.
